Federation of Canadian University 
Students, which turned thumbs 
down on a proposal that 15 to 20 
Soviet students tour campuses In 
this country for about four weeks 
during term, will 'take a new 
vote at its annual conference 
opening at Laval University Mon-, 
toy. 

Under terms of the proposal, 
made by a retirlng.member of, the 
Federation's executive at last 
year's conference, a similar group 
of Canadian students would, visit 
the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet students' union had 
provisionally agreed to the ex- 
change of visits' at .the time it whs 
proposed— September; 1951. , '

Briefly, that's the story of how 
six French students set out from 
Paris and by bus, freighter, horse, 
wagon and shank's mare furthered 
their education in four continents. 
To meet with the divers people of 
the world and exchange Ideas was 
their aim. To do it on five dollars 
was their problem. 

To accomplish both • these ends 
they formed a group two years ago, 
calling themselves the Messengers. 
Their plan was to spread French 
culture through the world and 
bring foreign ideas back to : their 
native France.

Ever since he gave it life in his 
first' novel, Thomas Mann has been 
haunted by the limitations of so 
fatalistic a proposition. In "Bud- 
denbrooka" Mann portrayed four 
generations of a German family 
and on a vast canvas recorded 
their progressive disintegration, 
their initial prominence and pros- 
perity, their decadence, and their 
final degeneration.

It had all the 
virtues of youth yet none of its de- 
ficiencies. So excellent in every 
way was this work that critics pre- 
dicted Mann had arrived at the 
summit of. his potentialities and

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Dear Sir.— Sa -far as I know I 'enjoy the i 
tfhctlon of being the first McGill student to enter 
the portals of the University of Moscow. I am 
hoping that I will not be the only one. 

On my recent trip to Moscow I had thought 
of what it would have meant, even in a symbolic 
way if I had come to Moscow as a McGill student 
—to study. Instead, as a delegate ^to the Interna- 
tional Economic Conference, I had merely the 
privilege of being a visitor. Eut, in my several 
meetings with members of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity and of the Institute of Economics, I took 
the opportunity to discuss the possibility of Cana- 
dian-Russian student exchanges. 

The upshot of the discussion was very encour- 
aging. They have just, this fall completed their 
figintlc 40-storey, 22,000-room building housing 
thé Natural Science Faculties. The terribly con- 
gested older buildings Of tha University are in 
central Moscow facing the Kremlin will now 
accommodate only the Humanities, and with the 
extensions (the American Embassy Building next 
door is being converted for University use) there 
will be adequate room for more students. This 
purely technical change in the situation is the 
basis for the possibility of admitting foreign 
students. 

The probability stems from the expressed de- 
sire of the Russians whom I met (and broader 
policy seems to indicate they are "in line") to 
promote such exchanges. 

While I was in the Soviet Union in connection 
with the Trade Conference to promote commer- 
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xchanges, thé academicians reitératéd the 
consistency of extending the principle to embrace 
cultural exchanges. They informed me that already 
French students have been invited, and that they 
hopéd the offer would be taken up. 

And, as for Canadians, they suggested that a 
form of offer had been extended and they only 
awaited some willingness on our side before some 
further steps could be taken. If I would like to 
study there, it was suggested, it could be arranged; 
and that applied to other Canadian students, but 
on the basis of an exchange. 

In the light of this, thé forthcoming NFCUS^ 
Conference in Quebec takes on added Importance 
In relation to the thorny item in their agenda, the 
matter of Canadian-Russian student exchange. It 
would be a great step towards better understand- 
ing if there was more communication with the 
USSR both in commodities and in students. When 
they indicate that they are willing to "open" their 
doors, we would be ridiculously hypocritical and 
dangerously cynical If we did not take the Rus- 
sian Government up on the offer. The students can 
have the honour of being the first stone for the 
bridge of peaceful co-existence upon which our 
future— our lives— depend. 

Canadian students In last year's campus polls 
on the question indicated emphatically how they 
felt We can now expected NFCUS to follow the 
dictates of popular student opinion and of good 
sense by concrete resolutions towards making 
possible a student exchange as soon as possible."

Thomas Mann 
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Fate Versus Will Power

ould' never develop beyond. 
Ai this point of his career Mann 
began to feel the' oppression thai 
was to stay with him. It seemed as 
if an unknown force were dragging 
him from his seat of momentary 
glory to the oblivion. whence he had 
come. 

The fate of the Buddenbrook 
family' waa upon him. He resigned 
himself, an.d waited. But creative 
Instinct conquered his paaslveness. 
In 1908 he published "His Royal 
Highness," a story approaching al- 
most fairy-tale character In Its 
symbollo suggestlveness. It la the 
romance of a' prince and a beauti- 
ful maiden aeparated by conven- 
tion» of rank and blood 

Written to dispel German 'ultra- 
conservatism, the misery of aristo- 
c inter-marriage and social 
lnation, the female effects 
carefully prepared. Mann 
employed hla whole art In order to 
raise the heroine, Imma, Into the 
realm of the strange, unique, won- 
derful, and sublime. He attempted 
to penetrate the heart of Germany 
by his story of a noble, redeeming 
love whose very strength 'broke 
away the barriers ot convention, 
the shackles and fetters of tradi- 
tion. 

Mann has been accused In this 
book of making his characters too 
typical and symbolic. And yet 
their typical and symbolic nature 
In no way deprives them of a con-

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crete humanity. Though they re- 
tain, a lustre of sacredness, we see 
In them a changing character "of 
both virtues and weaknesses. 

"His Royal Highness" proved that 
Thomas Mann' had indeed been 
capable of development. His style 
had been perfected. No word was 
out ot place, no musical sound was 
lost. The form was pure and 
classic. 

Mann realized that the end was 
not yet in his destiny. He.brought 
out book after book. "The Magic 
Mountain," written In 1924, is an- 
>ther epic on the scale of "Bud- 
denbrooks." In It Mann depicted 
terrified Europe on the verge of 
World War I. 

Mann's characterization and 
sense of environment his whole 
technique in this gook is unsur- 
passed. By a leisurely, lingering 
method he brings out the sense 
of devastating tragedy against the 
background ot *a tuberculosis san- 
atorium. 

"The Maglo Mountain" won more 
praise even than "Buddenbrooks." 
Mann waa acknowledged as Ger- 
many's finest living writer and In 
1929 waa awarded the Nobel Prize 
for Literature, 

When Hitler came Thomas Mann 
was at the height of his popularity. 
Then Fate, acting through Hitler, 
threatened to take away her gifts. 
While thé world around him wept 
and mourned, Mann remained -Im- 
passive. He declined to work with 
his brother, Heinrich, on an anti- 
Nazi anthology. Negative writing 
he did not consider Art. 

It looked as if. relentless arms 
hsd won their battle. But Fate 
perhaps should not haver chosen 
Hitler to intèrpret her designs. He 
was much too fond ot excess. 

Somewhere In the flamea ot help 
less bodies, In the cries or tortured 
children, In the smell of reeking 
death the aoul of Mann was waken 
«d. He took up thé cause of German 
Jewry and staged a. furious at 
tack on antl-seinltism. 

The Nazis deprived him of his 
German citizenship, took away his 
honorary degrees^ and burnt his 
books. Mann fled but continued to 
tour Europe lecturing against the 
menace of fascism. 

When Mann arrived In America, 
his exile proved to have only atlm 
ulated his crcativeness. In 1945 
he completed his tetralogy "Joseph 
and his Brothers," In scope the
